“This looks like oid times,” was a remark 
freguently exitressoil by some of tiio older liorsemen I 
and ’ trainers gathered about the sales ring. It 
looks like a case of money being no object when 
one of tile wealthy laitruns of the s|M>rt takes a 
fancy to a particular thortmghbrtHl. Judging by tlie 
prices obtaine<l for some of the yearlings sold, it 
is not an extravagant statement to make that Man 
o* War would liave brought $l(Mt,000 had he been 
offere<t at this itarticular sale. Everyone apiieared 
to be in the buying mood. 

There is also a strong demand for ready-made 
racere and following the sale of the three-year- 
old Bennings Park to Larry Waterbury for $2S.000 
a few days ago comes the report tliat Mortimer L. 
ReklMi^wiU probably parctame the good haadtoap 
Aorse Valor. Otto Steifel has turned down several 
flattering offers for the filly Miss Jemima, and 
last night O. A. Bianehi sold the Golden Garter 
atallion Jim Gaffney to Arthur B. Hancock for 
$2n.U00. So, taking it all in all, it certainly ap- 
jiears as if the sport is firmly established and that 
it will continue to increase in poimbirity.

Mr. Hancock is mncii pleased with bis new pnr- 
cIUL.se, Jim Gaffney, and with the^ opportunities 
that tills horse will get he predicts that he will be 
right at the top in the list of winning sires. Last 
year twelve of tlie get of this liorse won no less 
tlmn thirty-four races and his percentage was as 
good as any stallion in this country. Mr. Bianehi 
was reluctant t^ part with the horse and had he 
a farm of liis own in Kentucky lie never would 
liave sold him. There are several other breeders 
in the market for stallions and W. Siieak, whose 
Tea Caddy apiiears to liave caught tiie fancy of 
some, has turniMl down s<Mne offers for this young 
horse.

SARATOGA SPRINGS, N. Y.,. August 7. — One of the most remarkable yearling sales ever 
conducted in this country ww held Wednesday night by the Fasig-Upton (kimpany at their 
sales mart here, when a consignment of thirty-eight yearlings brought the magnificent sum of 
$165,850, for a grand average of $4,364.50. 

Enthusiastic bidding was the order whenever a particularly choice offering was in the 
ling, and at times the tilts between the millionaire bidders waxed furious and fast. Perhaps at 
no former similar function has a more fashionable or representative gathering been present, and 
it is certainly a good augury for the turfs future that the numerous noted persons in the 
assemblage were not there out of idle curiosity. They were in quest of racing material 
and bid promptly, and continued to do so up to the margin that they considered each young- 
ster was worth. 

The proceedings of the evening was first enlivened when the youngster by Sunstar — 
Marion Hood in the Short Grass Stud Farm conagnment was offered. His appearance in the 
ring caused all eyes to be focused in his direction. Excepting for his lineage there was nnthi n g 
particularly striking about the colt, and many in the vast throng regarded him as nothing 
above the ordinary. The bidding on him was somewhat listless at the be ginning , but livened 
steadily until the $20,000 mark was reached, when it became a duel between J. K. L. Ross, 
for whom Captain P. M. Walker was bidding, and R. L. Gerry. Commander R^ finally 
.••ecured the colt on his bid of $25,000, the hipest price for a youngster since the sale of the 
counterfeit Bolero.

Hood out of the honors for the evening was the J. O. Keene-C. B. Head consigned Ulti 
aius — Tsarina colt. He was raised by degrees to $24,000, to $24,500, at which figure he was 
bought by W. Vincent Thraves of Lexington. The contending bidder on this colt was P. T. 
Chinn, presumably acting for Lawrence Waterbury, who recently bought Sennings Park for 
$25,000. Mr. Thraves was set to secure the colt, and had Phil Chinn kept on bidding there is 
130 telling how much more the youngster would have brought. In appearance he was far more 
striking than the Sunstar colt. 

Kenneth D. Alexander’s Ballot — Starry Night colt was another choice offering much 
desired, and Ckimmander J. K. L. Ross again outbid the others and secured him for $15,000. The 
Short Grass — Ellangowan colt was another one that Commander Ross succeeded in obtaining 
when he bid $11,000 for him. Hie four colts that Mr. Ross bought cost him $53,800. 

The twelve head consigned by Thomas C. McDowell went for a total of $24,500, or an 
average of $2,108.33. The star of this consignment was the colt by The Manager — Lucy 
Locket, which S. D. Riddle secured on his bid of $5,000. The filly by Uncle — King’s Dau^ter, 
expected to bring a big price, seemingly was not fancied, for the bidding on her was slow, 
and she was in eminent danger of being knocked down for $1,100, when Mr. McDowell an- 
nounced that he did not want to do any bidding hims^ on any of his horses, but he stood 
ready to give $2,500 for her to any one who secured her in the sale for less. The announcement 
immediately prompted a bid of $2,400 on her by Howard Dots, who, when he got her, trans- 
lorred her at once to Mr. McDowell and received a hundred-dollar h ill 

The four Ultimus fillies consigned by Miss Elisabeth Daingerfield were of prepossessng 
appearance and instantly elicited spirited bidding when they were brought into the ring. The 
quartet were sold for a total of $26,600, an average of $6,650. The filly by Ultimus — ^Torpen- 
how, the star, was sold to W. C. Karrick on his bid of $9,300. 'This marked a record price in 
this country for a yearling filly, and Miss Daingerfield was warmly congratulated over her 
remarkable sale. 

The C. H. Berryman consignment of four head went for a total of $8,200, an average of 
$2,050, the top price being for the Ballot— Majolica filly, which Schwarts Bros bought 
lor $3,300. 

The Larchmont Stud’s aggregation comprised seven head, and they sold for a total of 
$10,850, an average of $1,550. The Chuctanunda — Lttle Fraud colt that P. T. Chinn bought 
lor $3,700 was the high priced one of this band. Kenneth D. Alexander only offered three 
yearlings for sale and they realised $21,700, an average of $7,566.67. 

Breeders who attended Wednesday night’s sale were jubilant over the results, as well they 
should be, for it surpassed any former one ever held here.

Whitney’s Maiden Filly Vexatious 
an Easy Alabama Winner.

Favorites Deceive Throughout the 
Day at Saratoga — ^Unfavor- 
able Going a Factor.

SARATOGA SPRIXGS, X. Y., Aujinst 7.— Harry 
Payne Whitney hud his name enrolled today amouft 
the winning owners of the long established Alabama 
Stakes that lias since 1872 served as a guide to 
determine the most probable one entitled to cham- 
pionship honors among tlie three-year-old fillies. 
Mr. Whitney’s representative in the stake was 
Vexations, a daughter of Peter Pan — Contrary, 
only recently making her racing debut. Because 
of being a non -winner she had all the concessions 
allowed by the condition.s of tho fixture, but while 
her lighter impost stood her in splendid stead, 
t liere is every room for belief that she would liave 
triumphed just the same at even weights over 
Milkmaid and Polka Dot. which brought up in se<*- 
ond and third places respectively. Ambrose took 
Vexations to the front soon after the barrier was 
released and for the first three-quarters she showed 
the way to the others under restraint. Milkmaid 
and Polka l^t were t he closes t followers, with Jap 
anTTI^BTaml Liglir^^ back and done. Eande, on 
Milkmaid, began his challenge just before reaching 
tlie last turn, but Ambrose was prepared for it 
and. relaxing sliglitly bis restraining hold on the 
Whitney filly, she moved away again to retain 
her earlier lead of a couple of lengths. Vexatious 
came into the stretch slightly wide, as did Milk- 
maid, and the amount of ground that Polka Dot 
saved by staying close to the rail momentarily 
caused belief that she would be a factor in the 
result, but the hope of her supporters was short- 
lived, for once straightened for the final dasli 
to the finish Vexations drew away steadily and 
Milkmaid found her task to be too great, though 
slie struggled on gamely and beat Polka Dot by ten 
lengths for second place. The winner was easing 
at the end and had a three lengths’ margin oii 
tlie Commamler Ross representative. Tlie stake 
liad a guaranteed value of $10,000, with $7.2(U> of 
this sum being the winner’s net portion. Milkmaid 
was an overwhelming favorite and had confident 
support from a majority of the big tlirong. Tlie 
winner, however, had a full share of support, par- 
ticularly frtan those who watched her initial nice 
closely several days ago and also observeil her work- 
out after the race of a mile and a quarter. 

BOYLE RIDES TWO WIMNERS. 

An ordinary band furnished the mile contest, 
which was the fifth on the card, and it was pro- 
ductive of the best finish of the afternoon, Kil- 
kenny winning in the last few strides under d 
masterly ride by Simpson Boyle. Incidentally it was 
the second winner of the day for the youngster. 
He outfinislied T. Xolan on Gleipner in the last 
sixteenth, and used good generalship to keep Kil- 
kenny in the better part of the track; whereas 
Xolan allowed Gleipner to travel through the heavier 
part of the course. Bob Hensley ran a good race 
to land third place, and he was directly responsible 
for the favorite, 8t. (juehtin’s, defeat, for he fori*ed 
him to maintain a fast pace in the early running, 
which made him an easy victim in the stretch. Kil- 
kenny was entered for $.W) and was claimed by 
Steve Judge for $l,d00. 

W.- Coe’s Cleopatra was the winner of the 
final rare and was much the best, for she began 
slowly and liad to close an immense gap to take 
the lead, but slie won going away from His 
Clioice and lai Rablee. Ttie Kentuckians were in 
high fettle at one stage of the race, when Busy 
Signal, smartly backeil by the “Hard Boots,” took a 
clear lead, but the going was against her and she 
tireil rapidly in the stretch. 

The early promise of additional rain gave way 
to bright sunsliine and was responsible for another 
immense attendance being on hand to view the 
sjiort. Those with a speculative rienchant fared the 
worst of any day of this meeting, for the choices 
were in total eclipse, their successive failure en- 
tailing an extra heavy loss to most at the track. 
Tlie course was a deceptive one, being good in 
parts and slow and sticky in some places, 

A decision was reached after the fifth race this 
afternoon to spilt tomorrow’s original sixth race 
on account of an excess number of entries and seven 
races wilt be run. 

Backers of favorites started off inauapicionsl.v 
when they selected Sam C. Hildreth’s Poacher a« 
tlie one likely to land the inaugural dash, hut the 
best he could do was to land in tliird place. Fator’s 
riding of iiim was not of the best, and he had him 
all over tlie track. The winner turned up in E. R. 
Bradley’s iinsigiitly Binding *170, ridden by the 
dimiinitive Simpson Boyle, who kept the filly close 
to the inner rail while going down the backstretch, 
and moving into the lead on the last turn took 
her out into the better going in the last eighth

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TARPON FISHING PERILS general news notes of the day 



Bold Warrior of the Deep Always 
Beady for a Battle. 

Some Attack Water Waatierers With- 
oat Betas Ho«rfced— Maay 
PIflhermea Maaled. 

Many aiw wont to consider fishing in the iight of 
a peaceful Waltonlan pleasure, but those who have 
sought after the big game fishes of the sea, the 
devilfish, black sea bass or Jewfish, swordfish, tar- 
IMin and tuna, have another tale to tell. In the fol- 
lowing article, published in the New York Sun, 
Alex. licD. Steddart graphically describes the thrills 
and perils experienced in angling for the fighting 
silver king or tarpon, which is considered by many 
to provide the grandest sport with rod and reel 
to be had npon the globe. 

Perils always attend the sport of' tarpon fishing, 
yet thousands fish annually and never come close 
to danger. Still danger always lurks in the path of 
King Tarpon, the high leaper of the sea and the 
knight in warrior’s mail. 

Two years ago, not far from St. Petersburg, Fla., 
Mrs. Freda Solomon'son of Tampa, Fla., came near 
losing Iier life when her necktie became entangled 
in the reel and tightened around her neck, almost 
choking lier into lifelessness. 

Mrs. Solomonson was angling in St. John’s Pass 
when she got a strike from a tarpon estimated to 
weigh more than 150 pounds. In her excitement to 
bring the fish in quickly she failed to notice that 
the necktie had been caught in the reel until it was 
too late to tear it off, and if the line had not 
broken by the tugging of the tarpon undoubtedly 
death would have resulted. 

The tarpon when it leaps is no respecter of per- 
eouB or of things. Just what force a tarpon flying 
tlirough tlie air can exert may be seen from the re- 
sults of an air line trip made by a tarpon leaping 
across a tugboat some years ago at the mouth of 
the Braxos River. It struck an iron stanchion half 
an inch thick and knocked it out of plumb. 

In the same river a negro boatman was sitting 
in the bow of a small skiff wlien a leaping tarpon 
struck him and knocked him over backward into the 
f<ea. The man was stunned by the blow and 
drowned. 

In Galveston Bay a number of years ago an angler 
was found dead in the bottom of his boat. The cor- 
oner stated that tiie man’s neck was broken and 
attribiite<l death to tlie blow of a tarpon. 

FISH XVOCKS MEM OYEKBOAHD. 

What happened to Charlie Ctoss, the presiding 
genius of an alligator hunters’ camp situated on the 
Gulf of Naples has been substantiated by Dr. Green 
of Naples, Fla. At the end of the season, in 
March, it was Charlie’s custom to carry his skins 
to Marco and dispose of them. Cross wan returning 
from one of tiiese trips and lie had turned from 
that part of Marco Inlet known as Collier’s Bay. 

. He was holding the rudder with his knee in order 
that lie might light his pipe when a mullet leaped 
from the water, darting across the stern of the 
boat. 

lie was su r prised, but more astonished to see a 
tarpon rise from the water and before he could move 
out of the way the fish struck him in the chest and 
kn<M-ked him overboard. The fish fell into the 
bout. His companion pulled the injured man back 
into the boat and the fish was beaten to death. It 
weighed 163 pounds. 

At Useppa Island twelve years ago an Englishman 
tarpon fishing bad booked a tarpon and was vainly 
trying to hedd the fish as it rushed under the boat. 
Suddenly the tarpon went into the air and leaped 
across the bow knocking a pipe out of the guide’s 
mouth. The guide was not hurt, but the tarpon 
struck the boat so hard that it broke its spine and 
died. Incidentally the blow caused a small leak in 
the boat. 

Captain C. C. Pettit of Galveston, TCx., once 
had a narrow escape in Galveston Bay. He was 
casting for shrimp in bis twelve-foot skiff and a 
tarpon Jumped ^nto the boat, knocking the oars 
an'’ net overboard. Capt. Pettit then was sixty 
years old, but no weakling. He drew his knife and 
a fight commenced. Finally, after an hour’s strug- 
gle, he cut the fish’s spine. Tlie tarpon weighed 
170 pounds, ten more pounds than the Captain. 
Tlie man was severely bruised. 

A like battle was once fougiit, though not so 
long, by Judge William King, formerly a district 
Judge of southern Texas. The Judge was angling 
with several friends from a yacht in Aransas Bay. 
One of the men hooked and played a tarpon for 
an hour, three times getting the fish within five 
feet of the boat, but at the fourth time the fish, 
finding, itself close to the yacht, leaped into the 
boat, the sweep of its tail carrying the Judge with 
it into the cockpit. 

Itoth the Judge and the fish struggled in the semi- 
darkuess, and tliere was a good deal of blood and 
scales everywliere when one of the crew with a 
baU'liet stopped the battle by killing the fish. It 
weighed 120 pounds. 

MAMT TAMPON FISHIMG MISHAPS. 

I Tliree men in a boat, R. D. Jackson, M. L. Stoner 
' and W. D. Straub, went tarpon fishing from Pensa- 
cola, Fla. Jackson got a strike and the other men 
started to reel in their lines. Straub was in the 
stem of the boat and suddenly Jackson’s fish leaped 
ami hit Straub in the buck, knocking him into the 
Isiut proper. In the excitement tlie hook came out 
of the fish’s mouth and the tariion flopped back 
into the water. One of Straub’s legs was battered 
and bruised aud his bead on the left side was black 
and blue. 

E. A. Mcllhenny, whose wonderful pictures of 
wild life have been seen by thousands of sports- 
men, recollects a tariion tragedy near Avery Island, 
IsMiisiaua. The man was fishing from a skiff when 
a tariion in leaping struck the angler s<]uarely in 
the chest, smasiiing two ribs and causing death. 

George W. Wagner, Jr., son of Doctor Wagner of 
Johnstown, Pa., off Egmont Key, Florida, was 
pulled out of the boat by a tarpon. A shark got 
the tdipon and a boathook was used to haul the 
boy out. 

Louis S. Grt'nner of New York, at Biscayne Bay, 
Florida, some time ago was pulled out of the boat 
by a tarpon weighing eighty -seven pounds. The line 
Is'came wound around one of his legs and if it bad 
not been for the quick action of^tbe guide, Victor 
rassell, Mr. Grenner believes he might have been 
drowned. 

Another New Yorker, Louis E. Bates, fishing for 
tarpon in Boca Grande Pass, Florida, early in 1917, 
hod Ms fish leap and faU into the boat of another 
angler fifty feet away. The fish struck a hand 
pump amidsbip and in falling barely missed the 
guide sitting near the engine box. 

Yes, the tarpon is a warrior bold.

The Germans used a great number of Skoda how- 
itsers also. American steel interests are reported 
to have already bought the Leweke steel works 
at Dusseldorf and Vienna, which are among the 
biggest in Europe. 

WASHINGTON. D. C., August 7.— ’The first 
actual step in the government’s prosecution of the 
big five packers probably will be taken . before the 
Federal grand Jury at Chicago when it convenes 
three weeks hence, Charles F. Clyne, United States 
District Attorney at Chicago, stated here today. 
While Isidore Kresel. of the New York firm of 
Jerome, Rand A Kresel, will direct the work of 
drawing up tiie charges against the packers; Clync 
will present tliem at Chicago. Mr. Clyne today ex- 
pressed the belief that the opening of the prosecu- 
tion would be based on charges of conspiracy and 
that they might lead up to a series of others, in- 
volving violations of both the Sherman antitrust 
act and of the food control act. 

CHICAGO, 111., August 7. — Official announce- 
ment that street car fares will go up at midnight to 
seven cents, with four cents for children, and “L” 
fares to eight cents was met today with a dec- 
laration that the city will fight the increase on 
the surface lines at once. The city will appeal to 
the courts. Either street car fares must be put 
back to a nickel, the city will demand of the local 
courts, or tlie entire contract traction ordinance of 
1907 must be torn up as a scrap of paper. An in- 
junction, it was stated at the law department of 
the city toda.v, will be applied for immediately to 
prevent any fare above five cents being charged on 
Chicago’s street cars. If the court holds against 
the city, the court will then be asked to abrogate 
the entire traction ordinance. 

CHICAGO, 111., August 7. — Objections to the 
presence of military and police guards and to the 
return to their Jobs of nonunion colori'd workers leil 
to a walkout at two packing plants in the Union 
Stockyards today when negro workers went back to 
their posts for the first time in ten days, ending 
tlieir enforce!] idleness due to the south side race 
rioting. U pwardof 3,000 negroes returned to work 
from the black belt. They were protected by a 
heavy police, deputy sheriff and militia guard from 
threatened attacks by whites. 

PEKIN, China, August 4. — A strike which broke 
out recently on the Trans-Siberian railway is be- 
coming a serious menace. All traffic, including 
military trains, is at a standstill. The strikers de- 
mand iNiyment of their wages in the old currency, 
refusing the Siberian note issue. In some quarters 
here the belief is expressed that the strike also has 
a political significance. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., August 7.— Although 
prices of practicaUy all Important foods have 
ahown a sulmtantial increase during the last year, 
stocks of foisl held in storage on June 1 this year 
were approximately 20 per cent greater than thoHC 
held on June 1, 1918, according to a memorandum 
showing the relation between storage figures and 
prices issued today by the federal trade commission. 
Government stocks were excluded from the com- 
parison.
